In  the  ancient  calendar  of  the 
Romans  this  month  was  called 
Qtcintilis^  to  denote  its  numerical 
position,  being,  in  fact,  the  fifth 
month  of  the  old  Latin  year; 
whereas  now  it  is  the  seventh.  It 
was  sacred  to  Jupiter,  and  consist¬ 
ed  of  thirty-six  days,  which 
Romulus  reduced  to  thirty-one, 
and  Numa  Pompilius  to  thirty;  but 
Julius  Caesar  restored  the  day 
which  Numa  had  taken  away.  In 
Saxon  it  w^as  called  ‘^Heu  Monatli” 
or  hay  month,  because  the  hay- 
harvest  of  our  Saxon  ancestors 
was  held  in  this  month.

History  of  Dog-Days. 

The  third  day  of  July  com¬ 
mences  with  what  are  termed 
“Dog-days,”  which  continue  until 
the  11th  of  August.  The  name 
was  first  given  in  reference  to  the 
heliacal  rising  of  the  constellation 
of  Canis  major,  called  Sirius,  or 
the  Dog-star,  which  was  formerly 
thought  to  make  the  sea  boil,  dogs  to  go 
mad,  wine  to  turn  sour;  animals  gener¬ 
ally  to  languish,  and  to  originate  fevers 
and  cholera.  The  name  applied  to  this 
period  probably  took  its  origin  from  a 
festival  held  at  Argas  instituted  for  the 
purpose  ot  killing  dogs  during  this  sea¬ 
son.

The  24th  is  St.  '  Bartholomew’s 
day.,  a  festival  of  the  church  of  Eng¬ 
land.  St.  Bartholomew  was  an  apostle, 
but  there  is  no  scriptural  account  of  his 
labors  or  death.  This  day  has  a  terrible 
celebrity  in  connection  with  the  massa¬ 
cre  of  the  Protestants  at  Paris,  in  1572 
when  14,000  were  butchered  in  a  fort¬ 
night,  besides  90,000  in  the  provinces.

Nineveh  was  fourteen  miles  long, 
eight  miles  wide,  and  forty-six  miles 
around,  with  a  wall  one  hundred  feet 
high  and  thick  enough  for  three  chariots 
abreast. 

Babylon  was  fifty  miles  within  the 
walls,  which  were  seventy-five  feet  thick 
and  one  hundred  feet  high,  with  one 
hundred  brazen  gates. 

The  temple  of  Diana,  at  Ephesus,  was 
four  hundred  and  twenty  feet  to  the 


support  of  the  roof— it  was  one 
hundred  years  in  building. 

The  largest  of  the  pyramids 
was  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  feet  in  height,  and  eight 
hundred  and  fifth-three  feet  on 
the  sides.  The  Base  covered 
eleven  acres.  The  stones  are 
about  sixty  feet  in  length,  and 
the  layers  are  two  hundred  and 
eight.  It  employed  350,000 
men  in  building. 

The  labyrinth  of  Egypt  con¬ 
tains  three  hundred  chambers 
and  twelve  halls. 

Thebes,  in  Egypt,  presents 
ruins  twenty-seven  miles  around, 
contained  350,000  citizens  and 
400,000  slaves. 

The  temple  of  Delphos  was 
so  rich  in  donations  that  it  was 
plundered  of  $50,000,000,  and 
the  Emperor  Nero  carried  away 
from  it  two  hundred  statues. 

The  walls  of  Kome  were 
thirteen  miles  around.

A  Norwegian  plant-geographer,. 
Prof.  Schubeler,  called  attention  a 
short  time  ago  to  the  remarkable  fact 
that  most  plants  in  high  latitudes^ 
produce  much  larger  and  heavier 
seeds  than  in  warmer  regions  nearer 
the  equator — ^^an  effect  which  he  as¬ 
cribes  to  prolonged  influence  of  sun¬ 
light  during  the  long  summer  days  of 
the  high  latitudes.  In  some  cases  the* 
difference  of  seed-development  is  most 
astonishing.  Dwarf  beans  taken  from 
Christiana  to  Drontheim — less  than  four 
degrees  farther  north — gained  more  than 
sixty  per  cent,  in  weight;  and  thyme 
from  Lyons  when  planted  at  Drontheim 
showed"  a  gain  of  seventy-one  per  cent. 
The  grain  of  northern  fields  is  heavier 
than  when  grown  in  more  southern  lo¬ 
calities;  and  seed  from  Norway  planted 
at  Breslau  decreased  greatly  in  the  first 
year.  The  leaves  also  of  most  plants 
are  larger  and  more  deeply  colored  in 
high  latitudes,  as  was  first  noticed  b}^ 
Grisbach  and  Martins.  The  same  is  true 
of  flowers,  and  many  which  are  white 
in  southern  climates  become  violet  in 
the  far  north.

One  of  the  most  interesting 
things  in  the  Holy  Land  is  the  fact 
that  one  meets  everywhere  in  daily 
life  the  things  that  illustrate  the 
word  of  the  Lord.

As  the  party  ap¬ 
proaches,  you  will  see  that  he  has 
a  little  lamp  fastened-  to  his  foot, 
to  make  his  step  a  safe  one.  In  an 
instant  the  voice  comes  to  your 
memory,  written  in  that  same  city 
three  thousand  years  ago,  ‘^Thy  Word  is 
a  lamp  to  my  feet,  and  a  light  to  my 
path.” 

The  Endowment  of  Churches. 

By  endowment  is  meant  ‘‘That  which 
is  besto’wed  or  settled  on  a  person  or  in¬ 
stitution,  property,  fund,  or  revenue  per¬ 
manently  invested  for  the  benefit  of  a 
church,  college,  hospital,  &c.”  It  is  not 
a  question  whether  it  is  right  or  wrong  to 
bestow  endowments  on  our  colleges  and 
seminaries  or  other  religious  institu¬ 
tions.  It  is  regarded  as  eminently  right 
and  proper — indeed  necessary — for  if 
they  were  not  thus  provided  for,  most,  if 
not  all,  our  colleges  and  charitable  in¬ 
stitutions  would  be  compelled  to  close 
their  doors. 
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This  is  true  to  a  very  great  extent 
with  the  church.  It  receives  no  support 
frona  the  state  or  by  any  system  of  tax¬ 
ation,  but  depends  entirely  upon  the 
gifts  of  the  charitable — as  they  may  see 
fit  to  give — be  it  little  or  much,  it  is  too 
often  the  little  that  is  given. 

To  give  to  the  cause  of  Christ  is  right; 
all  true  Christians  believe  this,  and  so 
use  their  means  as  long  as  they  live,  but 
make  no  provisions  by  which  the  church 
shall  be  supported  after  their  death. 
This  may  and  does  seem  to  be  wrong. 
The  church  is  to  go  forward  in  its  work. 
Dear  Christian,  what  are  you  doing  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  church  af¬ 
ter  you  are  no  more?  You  believe  it  is 
right  to  provide  for  your  children  by 
leaving  them  an  inheritance.  You  seem 
to  think  that  is  absolutely  necessary. 
It  may  be,  but  is  not  the  church 
from  which  you  have  derived  every 
blessing,  worthy  of  a  place  as  an 
heir  in  the  distribution  of  your  wealth? 
Your  children  may  and  often  do  squan¬ 
der  all  that  is  given  them.  The  church 
will  never  do  that.  The  heirs  may  be 
injured  (and  often  are)  by*  the  inheri¬ 
tance  bestowed  upon  them.  The  church 
will  not  be  injured,  but  will  continue  to 
bless  the  world  through  all  time.  Heirs 
too  often  refuse  to  contribute  to  the 
church,  however  liberal  their  fathers 
may  have  been,  and  become  worldly. 
The  church  is  thus  crippled  and  often 
fails  just  because  Christians,  while  liv¬ 
ing,  failed  to  make  provisions  for  the 
continuance  of  their  support  after  their 
death.  There  are  doubtless  some  in 
heaven  to-day  who,  if  they  could  re¬ 
turn,  would  change  their  wills  and  make 
the  church  an  heir  at  least  equal  with 
those  before  remembered.  Their  testi¬ 
mony  would  be  strongly  in  favor  of 
continuing  a  part  of  their  inheritance  in 


the  service  of  Christ  and  his  church. 
Every  true  Christian  wants  his  posses¬ 
sions  to  work  lor  God  and  humanity. 

By  giving  to  the  Lord  in  this  way  can 
we  carry  out  our  desires.  'Have  a 
care  for  the  future  welfare  of  your 
church,  dear  Christian  brother,  in  your 
dying  hour.  You  were  liberal  while  you 
lived;  do  not  stop  your  well  doing  when 
you  die.  Your  example  is  bad.  Do 
with  what  the  Lord  has  given  you  as 
you  will  wish  you  had  done  when  you 
stand  at  the  judgment  seat. 

Dear  Christian,  remember  the  cause 
of  Christ  in  your  will.  Do  not 
forget  the  congregation  of  which  you 
are  a  member.  It  will  need  your  sup¬ 
port  after  you  are  dead  as  well  as  it  does 
now.  Generations  will  rise  up  and  call 
you  blessed.  Your  good  works  will  fol¬ 
low  you.

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HOUSEHOLD  RECIPES. 

Oil  Stains. — Machine  oil  can  be  re¬ 
moved  by  rubbing  it  with  brown  soap 
in  cold  water,  before  the  whole  piece  is 
washed. 

To  Destroy  Ants.— Wrap  a  piece  of 
gum  camphor  in  cloth  or  paper,  to  keep 
it  from  dissolving,  and  place  it  in  or 
about  your  cupboard  or  sugar,  and  it 
will  drive  away  these  pests. 

Heraiits.— One  cup  of  butter,  one  and 
half  cups  of  brown  sugar,  one  cup  of 
chopped  raisins,  three  eggs,  one  teaspoon¬ 
ful  soda  (dissolved  in  three-fourths  cup 
ot  milk),  all  kinds  spice,  flour  enough  to 
roll  out.  Cut  as  cookies  and  bake  in  a 
quick  oven.  ^ 

To  Fill  Cold  Glass  Cans  Without 
Breaking. — Place  in  the  empty  can  a 
spoon  that  is  long  enough  to  reach  from 
the  bottom  to  the  top  without  breaking; 
pour  in  your  boiling  fruit ;  remove  the 
spoon  and  seal.  The  can  will  not  break.— 
Indiana  Farmer. 

How  TO  Restore  Stale  Yeast. — If 
you  are  afraid  that  your  yeast  cakes  are 
a  little  stale,  put  one  of  them  in  a  cup 
of  warm  water  with  a  good  pinch  of 
hops  ;  let  this  stand  for  an  hour  or  so  be- 
sore  using ;  it  will  have  an  excellent  ef¬ 
fect  on  the  yeast,  and  will  insure  good 
bread. 

Chili  Sauce. — Eighteen  large  ripe  to¬ 
matoes  ;  two  cups  vinegar;  one  cup 
sugar  ;  two  tablespoons  cinnamon ;  one 
tablespoon  of  cloves;  four  green  pep¬ 
pers  ;  four  onions ;  one  tablespoon  gin¬ 
ger  ;  one  tablespoon  salt.  This  is  excel¬ 
lent.  Cook  tomatoes  till  soft,  sieve 
them,  and  add  the  rest  after  chopping 
fine.  Boil  till  thick  ;  add  vinegar  when 
cold,  and  bottle. 

Spiced  Fruit.— Take  ten  pounds  of 
fruit,  five  pounds  of  sugar,  one  ounce  of 


allspice,  one  ounce  of  cinnamon,  one 
ounce  of  cloves,  half  ounce  of  mace.  Tie 
the  spices  in  a  bag.  Take  enough  vine¬ 
gar  to  moisten  the  sugar ;  boil  to  a  syrup ; 
pour  over  the  fruit  hot.  Let  stand  until 
the  next  day,  when  put  in  the  spices  and 
cook  until  done.  This  will  answer  alike 
for  nearly  all  kinds  of  Wit,  including 
melons,  peaches,  etc. 

Ladies’  Cabbage. — Boil  a  firm  white 
cabbage  fifteen  minutes,  changing  the 
water  then  for  more  from  the  boiling 
tea-kettle.  When  tender,  drain,  and  set 
aside  until  perfectly  cold.  Chop  fine, 
and  add  two  beaten  eggs,  a  tablespoonful 
of  butter,  pepper,  salt,  three  table¬ 
spoonfuls  rich  milk  or  cream,  stir  all 
well  together,  and  bake  in  a  buttered 
pudding  dish  until  brown.  Serve  very 
hot. 

Tomato  Catsup. — Take  one  peck  ripe 
tomatoes,  wash,  cut  in  pieces,  and  boil 
soft  without  water ;  set  one  side  till  cool, 
in  an  earthen  vessel.  Strain  through  a 
coarse  wire  sieve;  boil  until  the  mix¬ 
ture  is  quite  thick,  then  season  to  taste, 
adding  plenty  of  salt,  a  dash  of  cayenne 
pepper,  cinnamon,  and  cloves.  Be  care¬ 
ful  of  your  pepper  unless  your  family  are 
fond  of  a  very  hot  relish.  When  the 
catsup  is  cold,  add  a  pint  of  good  cider 
vinegar,  and  then  bottle.  It  should 
keep,  if  well  boiled  down  and  seasoned, 
without  sealing  the  corks.

which  they  were  sent.  To-day  is  the 
time  in  which  we  really  live,  for  now 
events  are  actually  transpiring;  the  past 
is  gone  and  the  faithfulness  of  memory 
is  all  upon  which  we  can  rely,  while  the 
future  is  dark  and  uncertain.  Enjoy  the 
present  and  turn  it  to  the  best  advantage ;
